The two victims of this distressing casualty were Eugene 
Underhill, of ve firm of W. & E. Underhi'l, druggists, 15 
Peck slip, and Frederick Ward, a clerk of Adams, Brothers, 
crockery merchants, 248 Pearl street. The two who were 
happily rescued ae Zoble Mills, assistant foreman of 
Engine No. 13,Sand William E. Crooker, furmerly foreman 
of that engine, but at present fire warden of the Fourth 
Ward. Mr. Mils is severely wounded on the head and 
otherwise bruised and injured ; and M:. Crooker is cruelly 
scorched and lacerated,—but not to such a degree, (as we 
are happy tolearn from an authentic source, while we are 
penning these liues,} as to threaten his life, or probably to 
deprvehimof the use of any of his limbs. One of his 
feet and legs are much burned and shrivelied, and the flesh 
is torn from his body in several places. His firgers, also, 
are scorche i and torn, by the exertions which he made to 
force his way from benesth the ruins. We understand that 
this gentleman displaved the most remarkabie coolness and 
presence of mind, and immediately on his :escue gave 
clear and particular instructions to guide th» search for his 
companions. While buried under the ruins, and immedi- 
ately afterthe catastrophe had occurred, he heard a smother- 
ed voice crying for assistance, which he supposes was that 
of Underhill. It made but one inarticulate exclamation, 
and then was silent. There is no doult entertained that 
doth Undert.i'l and Ward are dead.
